Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, Prince Simon’s trainer and 
one of England’s outstanding conditioners, has said, “Prince 
Simon can outrun anything in my stable from five furlongs 
to two miles.”

The Stud Managers Short Course 


The second annual Stud Managers 
Course was being held at Lexington this 
week under the sponsorship of the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 
the Grayson Foundation, and the College 
of Agriculture of the University of Ken- 
tucky. The lectures were being held in 
the Animal Pathology Building at the 
University. 

There were 140 persons — enrolled. 
Owners. trainers, veterinarians, farm man- 
agers. and others connected with Thor- 
oughbreds, Standardbreds. Saddle Horses. 
and Arabians were among the group. The 
committee in charge was particularly grat- 
ified by the presence of 11 veterinarians, 
indicating that the content of the course 
was of a high enough professional level 
io attract such men. Two veterinary col- 
leges—the University of Illinois and the 
University of Georgia—had faculty mem- 
bers enrolled, and veterinary undergrad- 
uates from Georgia and elsewhere were in 
attendance. Michigan State College. one 
of the few major institutions interested 
in light horse husbandry. had a faculty 
member enrolled. 

Women also displayed interest in the 
course, 19 of them being enrolled. 

Among the changes made on the basis 
of experience gained from last year’s in- 
augural course were that the speakers 
were allotted 144 hours each. instead of 
one hour, and panel discussions were 
scheduled for three nights. Many of those 
attending the course last year expressed 
a desire for night classes in addition to 
the 8:30 to 5 daytime schedule. On Wed- 
nesday night. November 19. the enrollees 
were the dinner guests of Lexington’s 
Thoroughbred Farm Managers Club. 

On the first day’s program, Drs. William 
R. McGee, Floyd Sager. W. E. Thomas. 
and Dewey G. Steele, and J. A. Estes 
spoke. Dr. McGee, substituting for Dr. B. 
F. Errington, who was unable to attend, 
spoke on the care, feeding, and manage- 
ment of stallions. Dr. Sager discussed 
broodmares on a similar basis, and Dr. 
Thomas spoke on nutrition as it affects 
breeding. Dr. Steele spoke on genetics, 
and Mr, Estes talked about pedigrees and 
breeding. 

Tuesday’s lecture series included Dr. 
H. N. Davis on the care. feeding, and 
Management of young horses to weaning 
time. Dr. Howard S. White carried the 
discussion forward from weaning to break- 


ing. Drs. Ross Brown and J. H. Drudge, 
of the U. K. Department of Animal Pathol- 
ogy. discussed parasites and anatomy, and 
carried their part of the program through 
the afternoon with demonstrations in the 
laboratory. On Wednesday C. F. White 
and Duval Headley treated the handling 
of horses from the training standpoint. 
Mr. White talked of breaking yearlings 
and Mr. Headley discussed training in gen- 
eral. The afternoon was spent at Green- 
tree Farm, where demonstrations of breed- 
ing technique were shown. 

Thursday’s lectures were assigned to 
Dr. A. H. Davidson, who was to cover 
lameness and firing, and Dr. D. L. Proce- 
tor. who had the section on the anatomy, 
care. and trimming of feet. These two 
veterinarians were to carry on with dem- 
onstrations on horses. 

The last day of the course. Friday, 
included a talk on jaundiced foals, by Dr. 
E. R. Doll; a talk on equine influenza and 
associated respiratory diseases. by Col. 
J. H. Kintner; a discussion of recent ad- 
vances in equine surgery, by Dr. L. E. 
Johnson; and a lecture on shipping horses, 
by Humphrey S. Finney. 

Some of the lectures will be published 
later in THe Brioop-Horse, and the full 
proceedings will be made available in 
book form. 

The 140 persons who enrolled for the 
course represent 22 states. the District of 
Columbia, and Canada.

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I could go on mentioning these little details al- 
most indefinitely. There are hundreds of them, but 
these are the most important ones. The trainer is 
chiefly responsible for the smooth operation of a 
stable, but many of the less important details can be 
shifted to the foreman or assistant trainer. The 
trainer’s time thus can be devoted to more important 
things. 


It has been found beneficial to stable morale and 
teamwork if the grooms and exercise boys are given 
bonuses when a race is won by one of the horses. 
Ths custom is almost universal, although in some 
stables the employees have indicated that they would 
rather receive a little more in wages than to get a 
bonus. The bonuses in my particular stable are di- 
vided so all employees receive a little share in each 
winning purse, rather than paying bonuses only to 
the groom and exercise boy of the winner. Our men 
voted on this, and the majority favored the system 
we use. The result is that when a Brookmeade horse 
returns to the stable after a race, several men are 
ready to pitch in and help with him. The men and 
boys are interested in all the horses instead of just 
the three that are in their care. 


The selection of a stable jockey is generally made 
by the stable owner, but usually with the advice of 
the trainer. When an outside jockey is required for 
a particular race it falls to the trainer to obtain the 
services of the best rider available. The trainer is 
in a better position to know which riders can be 
obtained, and he should know which jockey suits his 
horse under certain conditions. 


The advantage of having a contract rider in the 
stable is that you have a boy who has the interest 
of the stable at heart, who knows all the horses, and 
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Stable Management - continued 


who is always available. But there are some disad- | 


vantages. For one thing an owner invariably uses 
the contract jockey on every starter from the stable, 
even though now and then a few pounds could be 
saved by employing a lighter jockey. Again, a 
trainer might be able to obtain the services of a 
stronger rider or one better fitted to a particular 
horse in the stable whose peculiarities may make 
him difficult for the contract rider to handle. 


One is nearly always obliged to use a contract 
rider. Sometimes they are a bit temperamental, and 
if you use another boy they think it is a reflection 
on their riding ability. This will eventually, if not 
immediately, lead to friction between the stable and 
the rider. I remember distinctly that John Rogers, 
one of my pet “greats” among the trainers of my 
early days, would often ride an outside jockey to 
save a few pounds of weight. This was when he 
was training for W. C. Whitney and had two excel- 
lent contract jockeys. It was said of Mr. Rogers that 
he would not let one of his horses carry a single 
pound of overweight if he could help it. 


One of the most successful trainers of today has 
used more apprentice riders on his horses than any 
trainer I can remember. I refer to Hirsch Jacobs. I 
have never talked to him about his reasons for this, 
but I think it is mainly a question of getting a weight 
concession for his horses. Of course he doesn’t use 
just any little apprentice who comes along, but picks 
one who is winning consistently and is at the top of 
his form. Because he always carries a large number 
of useful selling platers it is easy for him to obtain 
the services of popular young apprentices. Theil 
agent-managers are quick to see that in riding for 
Mr. Jacobs they are continually getting good mounts 


for their “bug” boys and keeping them on the up- 


swing. 
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A boy under contract to an owner is considered 
an apprentice until he has ridden a prescribed num- 
ber of winners or until he has ridden for a stipulated 
length of time after winning his first race. Then he 
becomes a full-fledged jockey, or as they say, a jour- 
neyman. Apprentices get an allowance of seven 
pounds until they have ridden 20 winners, after 
which they receive a five-pound allowance until a 
year after the date of their first winning race. There- 
after they receive three pounds when riding for their 


- contract employer, provided he is the original maker 


of the contract. This rule is uniform throughout most 
of the United States. The apprentice allowance may 
be claimed in all claiming and allowance races but 
not in handicaps or stakes. 


If I were pointing out the more important lessons 
for a trainer to learn I would impress upon him to 
think first of all of the general health and welfare of 
his horses. Their feed tubs should be watched religi- 
ously. If a horse doesn’t clean up his feed it may mean 
that he is getting too much work or that he is being 
overfed or improperly fed. It could mean, too, that 
the feed is bad or of poor quality. Any of these things 
should be corrected immediately. If a horse doesn’t 
eat a fair amount of hay, some attempt should be 
made to increase his appetite for it, because hay is 
his principal roughage. He will not hold a good 
barrel if he is not a good hay eater. Hay will be dis- 
cussed further in the chapter on feeding. If a horse 
passes up a meal entirely, it is probable that he is 
sick. His temperature should be taken at once. 


The temperature oi each horse in the stable 
should be taken every morning, and the thermometer 
also should be used whenever a horse leaves his feed 
or doesn’t act just right. The normal temperature of 
a horse may range from 9914 degrees to 100, but a 
few fifths of a degree above or below this could be 
normal for some horses. Of course the temperature 
of a horse just coming out of a race or a work or 
from some other excitement can easily be a little 
above normal The temperature of a young horse may 
flare up quickly, and it will go higher than for an 
older horse, but it may subside just as quickly after 
treatments. In addition to taking a horse’s tempera- 
ture every day as a routine checkup on his general 
welfare, it is also very important that his feet and 
legs be examined. If a slight swelling or fever is 
found and treated immediatcly, some very serious 
trouble may be avoided. 


Horses that acquire pad stable habits such as 
stallwalking or weaving should get special attention 
in an effort to cure them of the habit, or at least min- 
imize it. Such habits cause a horse to become listless 
“i to race badly, because they take too much out of 

im, 


It is very important that a horse have good man- 
ners. He should be schooled to break fast and 
straight from the starting gate. Most important, a 
horse should never be permitted to do so much in 
his workouts that he hasn’t anything left for his 
race. This is the responsibility of the trainer. He 
should study a horse as an individual. While I con- 
tend that a horse will not race well if he is over- 
trained, a great amount of study is required to de- 
termine how much work is needed by an individual 


_ horse. Work that will knock out one horse may not 


be sufficient to fit another horse for a race. Needless 


_ to say, to win races a horse must be fit and not be 


trained past the point of fitness. 


Coo.ine Our Arter Exercise. 


When a stallion or a mare is being permanently 
retired from racing and is to be sent to a breeding 
farm, it will be beneficial if they receive a short 
period of “unwinding” before they leave the track 
for the farm. A gradual let-up from the strenuous 
work of training and racing will enable them to ad- 
just themselves to the quiet routine of a farm much 
more easily than if they are suddenly transplanted 
from the race track. The unwinding is accomplished 
through light training and short, easy works for a 
period of several weeks, if the time is available. 
Horses that are taken from the track to the farm 
without having a chance to become gradually ad- 
justed to the change in tempo sometimes lose flesh 
and become quite nervous for a while. 


A practice in our establishment, and a custom 
that is usually followed in other stables, is to divide 
the horses into three sets for their morning work- 
outs. A list is posted on the tackroom door, giving 
the names of the horses in the various sets, their 
exercise boys, and the work they are to do, whether 
they are to walk, gallop, or breeze. This avoids con- 
fusion in getting the horses ready. The makeup of 
the sets is worked out by the assistant trainer after 
he has received from the head trainer the names 
of the horses to be worked, and it is the assistant 
who, with the approval of the head trainer, selects 
the mounts for each exercise boy. Sometimes light 
boys are used on horses that are scheduled for a 
fast work. Some horses always require the best 
boys in the stable. Boys who are not so skilled or 
who are just beginning to learn must be given 
quiet mounts. Where one has a contract rider in 
the stable, he is used mostly on horses that have 
something fast to do. It is a very good idea to re- 
quest an outside rider who has been engaged for a 
particular horse to come over in the morning and 
acquaint himself with the horse in a workout. 


The posted list of horses lets each groom know 
which horses he must prepare. When a set of horses 
is ready, the foreman inspects them, and they are 
all brought out together. The trainer also gives the 
horses a quick inspection to see if there are any 
little changes he wants to make. If some slight 
detail has been overlooked, his experienced eye 
generally catches it. The exercise boys are given 


explicit instructions as to what to do with the 
horses.

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STUD NEWS 


On Trust Goes to Mereworth 


Walter J. Salmon announced this week 
that he had leased On Trust from E. O. 
Stice and Sons and that the horse would 
stand at his Mereworth Farm at Lexing- 
ton for the 1953 season at $1,000 for a 
live foal. 

On Trust, which completed his racing 
career early this year with total winnings 
of $554,145. will be shipped from Cali- 
fornia to Lexington this week. On the list 
of leading money-winning horses of all 
time. On Trust ranks sixth. $7.000 behind 
the fifth horse. Whirlaway. 

He won 23 races. including stakes wins 
at 2, 3. 4. 5. and 6. and won from 414 
furlongs to 1144 miles. In addition to win- 
ning the $100,000 Santa Anita Derby and 
numerous other stakes of note, he was 
second in four $100.000 races—the Preak- 
ness, Maturity Stakes. Hollywood Gold 
Cup. and Santa Anita Handicap. In one 
he was beaten by a nose, in another a 
neck. As a result of these performances 
and losses by narrow margins in other 
rich stakes. his owners believe that no 
other horse ever missed by such narrow 
margins the honor of becoming the world’s 
leading money winner. 

On Trust is a son of *Alibhai and is out 
of Torch Rose. by Torchilla. His full 
brother. Trusting. is a 1952 stakes winner. 

The addition of On Trust gives Mere- 
worth Farm six stallions for the 1953 sea- 
son. The others are First Fiddle, * Vezzano, 
*Sirte, Swiv, and *Hairan. 


Pactole Coming From France 


Dr. Roberto A. Vieites. of Havana. re- 
ports that he and Tyson Gilpin, of Kent- 
mere Farm, Boyce, Va.. among others in 
“a small group of breeders,” have ar- 
ranged to bring the French stallion Pactole 
to the United States. It is the intention 
of the importers, he adds, “either to syndi- 
cate the stallion or lease him for two or 
three seasons.” 

Pactole. a bay horse, foaled in 1943, is 
by Fair Copy out of Linda Rubia. by 
*Stefan the Great out of Prosper. by Will- 
onyx or Sunbright out of Dorinda. by 
Abercorn. His most important victory was 
in the French Two Thousand Guineas 
equivalent, in which Sayani (also by Fair 
Copy) finished third. At three he also 
finished second to Prince Chevalier in 
the Prix Lupin and third in the Prix du 
Jockey Club (Derby equivalent). He was 
also a winner at four and five, including 
the Prix du Conseil General at Deauville. 
and on one occasion won over jumps. 

Owned by Andre Lombard, Pactole en- 
tered the stud in 1949, He has been stand- 
ing at the Haras de Piencourt-Bailleul. His 
sire, Fair Copy (by Fairway), has fathered 
a wide variety of good horses, including 


speed specialists such as Sayani and Men- 
etrier, the 1952 Grand Prix de Paris win- 
ner Orfeo, and the steeplechaser *Byng. 


Fighting Step Returns Home 


Fighting Step. which has been standing 
under the direction of the Nuckols 
brothers at Hurstland Farm, Midway, Ky., 
will make the 1953 season at Murlogg 
Farm. near Evansville. Ind., where he was 
foaled in 1942. The son of Fighting Fox— 
Stepinanna, by Misstep. was bred and 
raced by Mrs. R. J. Murphy and _ her 
daughter Miss Susan Kellogg. 

A top-class colt at three and winner of 
$157.755 before his retirement to the stud 
at Faraway Farm in 1947, Fighting Step 
later was moved to Hurstland. A high per- 
centage of his offspring have been win- 
ners. 

Also standing at Murlogg Farm is the 
12-year-old Take Away (Aneroid—Blessed 
Again. by Blue Larkspur), which is re- 
ported to have been bred to 16 mares 
this year and got them all in foal. 


Greek Ship Retired 


Greek Ship, having finished his racing 
labors with a total of 17 victories and

Two Lea (Bull Lea—Two Bob) 
and Wistful (Sun Again—Easy Lass), 
both 6-year-olds. arrived at Calumet Farm, 
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Lexington, November 15 to be retired to 
the stud. Two Lea, which earned more 
than $300.000. is booked to Count Fleet 
in 1953. Wistful, winner of $213,060. goes 
to Bull Lea.

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Oregon's Approval of Racing 


A Mr. Wayne Morse and_pari-mutuel 
betting were issues which focussed a spot- 
light on Oregon during the recent elec- 
tions. It may be reported—though the 
pun is a literary delinquency—that Ore- 
gon did not change Morses in midstream. 

Mr. Morse has no part in this article, 
but horses certainly do. Racing faced one 
of the most important tests in its history 
on November 4. It was given a tremen- 
dous vote of confidence, despite a well 
fnanced. hard-hitting campaign by anti- 
racing interests. 

I wes present during the final stages 
of the campaign, representing William 
Kyne. general manager of Portland Mead- 
ows. An analysis of the battle should be 
of importance to racing interests every- 
where if for only one reason: there was 
authenticated evidence in the Oregon cam- 
paign that it was to be only the first step 
in a plan to attack pari-mutuel betting 
on a national scale. 

The Oregon Council of Churches spear- 
headed a group which obtained 35.000 
signatures. more than enough to qualify 
on the ballot a measure entitled “Consti- 
tutional Amendment Prohibiting Lotteries. 
Bookmaking. Pari-Mutuel Betting on Ani- 
mal Racing.” 

“Tricky” is a euphemism to describe the 
wording. since bookmaking and _ lotteries 
are illegal in Oregon. where pari-mutuel 
betting has been legal for 20 years. In 
addition. horse racing had a more impor- 
tant strike against it. for “animal betting” 
in Oregon includes greyhound racing. The 
Multnomah Kennel Club operates the only 
dog racing enterprise in Oregon, drawing 
as many as 18.000 people nightly to the 
Multnomah Stadium in downtown Port- 
land. Its importance as a counter-attrac- 
tion to other entertainment, plus its finan- 
cial success. made it obvious that dog rac- 
ing was the main target of the bill. That 
fact did not lessen the danger in which 
horse racing was placed. but indeed, 
heightened it considerably. 

There was authenticated evidence to in- 
dicate that theater interests were supply- 
ing much of the money to kill racing. The 
anti-racing interests put on an expensive 
campaign. They hit hard, at times vicious- 
ly, attacked “commercialized gambling in 
every form.” tossed in Tom Keene’s “dyna- 
mite death” in California as subterfuge. 
and employed other spectacular accusa- 
tions which might have been irrelevant 
but certainly packed a punch for casual 
Voters, 

In addition, sermons were delivered from 
pulpits throughout the state and church 
members made house-to-house campaigns. 
The issue. from the start. was fought bit- 
terly and even the most optimistic pro-

ponents of racing could see it as no bet- 
ter than an even-money proposition. 

The Taxpayers’ Committee to Retain 
Pari-Mutuel Revenue was formed. with 
Henry W. Collins as acting chairman. 
Collins, wealthy and influential, has raced 
high-class horses for many years (Man- 
yunk, Spanish Cream, Why Alibi) and is 
highly respected in the State.

Most of the funds used by the Taxpay- 
ers’ Committee in its campaign was “dog 
money.”

ized. it has shown strength in recent sea- 
sons. However, there have been no substan- 
tial profits, and money was not available 
to make an expensive campaign for horse 
interests alone. 

Bill Kyne made a plea for help from 
Thoroughbred interests. The danger was 
vital. One of the original sponsors of the 
bill had moved to Los Angeles. Another 
one had moved to Washington. There was 
every reason to believe that. if the Ore- 
gon campaign was successful. similar cam- 
paigns would be launched in the neighbor- 
ing states and then could be spread 
throughout the country. Also. spokesmen 
for the anti-racing bill had gone on record 
that this was part of a national campaign 
to kill racing. Oregon had been chosen 
for its vulnerability. victory there 
would give tremendous impetus to future 
campaigns. 

The most notable responses to Bill 
Kyne’s request came from Lou Smith of 
Rockingham Park and from Quarter 
Horse interests for whom Kyne has been 
an important booster. Joe Gottstein. op- 
erator of Longacres in Seattle, provided 
much valuable information for use in the 
campaign and was otherwise of assist- 
ance. Contributions also came from “race- 
trackers.” many of whom had never been 
in Oregon. 

The Portland Oregonian, most powerful 
paper in the State. supported racing with 
an intelligent editorial which analyzed the 
main issues. The Journal, Portland’s other 
daily, opposed the racing interests. 

The majority report of the Portland 
City Club. an iniluential group of civie 
leaders. opposed the bill to kill racing. 
The summary of findings in its report 
showed: No evidence that Portland Mead- 
ows or the Kennel Club had any taint of 
scandal; no evidence that retail collee- 
tions lag as a result of the races. and con- 
siderable evidence that they do not; no 
evidence that the county welfare load is 
increased as a result of racing: that the 
effect on the economy of the region is 
so small as to be negligible: no evidence 
of political corruption as a result of rac- 
ing: no evidence of professional gangster 
infiltration of control: evidence that the 
behavior of patrons at the tracks is on a 
par with the behavior at the baseball park 
or other sporting events; evidence that 
the breeding industry in Oregon is healthy 
and contributes its share to the economy 
of the State. 

Six men joined in the majority report; 
two of the eight-man committee issued a 
minority report. Four days before election 
the Club members met and, apparently 
swayed by appeals from church leaders,

Bowie Bloovie 


Opening day at the “new” Bowie race 
track proved to be a disappointment as 
the day’s program was cancelled after the 
second race. The halt was called when 
jockeys refused to ride in any more of the 
scheduled races because of the condition 
of the track. Heavy rains over the week 
end which preceded the meeting affected 
the track to the point where jockeys felt 
it necessary to hold a vote as to the ad- 
visability of riding. After more than an 
hour’s delay caused by fog and indecision, 
however. two races were run. The final 
decision to call off the remainde, of the 
program came when one of the horses fell 
as it was being pulled up after the second 
race, 

Larry S. MacPhail, president of the 
group now operating Bowie, said that 
racing “positively will be resumed Friday 
either at Bowie or another track.” Pimlico, 
one of Maryland’s two other mile tracks, 
is the logical site for a shifted meeting, 
since Laurel Park has used its legal allot- 
ment of racing days. Members of the Mary- 
land Racing Commission were reported as 
saying that if the Bowie management op- 
posed the move to Pimlico, the commission 
would re-allot the days to Pimlico. It was 
pointed out, though. that the law specifies 
the commission cannot change racing 
dates or locale of a meeting after March 
1 unless the track makes an application 
for a change. 

The syndicate now in control of Bowie 
has spent two million dollars in preparing 
the grounds and rebuilding the track for 
the first meeting under its management. 

Another problem arose when the Office 
of Price Stabilization filed a $25.725 suit 
against the track for overcharging auto- 
mobile owners for parking space at the 
1951 fall meeting—several months before 
the present owners took possession. At that 
meeting. a 25 cent parking charge was 
made. Parking had been free at previous 
meetings.

(Continued from preceding page) 
reversed the decision and accepted the 
minority report. 

Kyne had formed the Oregon Thorough- 
bred Protective Committee. and the re- 
sults of a mail poll conducted by that 
organization furnished the first substan- 
tial proof that racing had more than a 
fighting chance. The mailing piece 
reached at least 300,000 voters. It posed 
one question: “Do you favor abolishing 
pari-mutuel wagering on horse racing?” 

The cards came back in batches of hun- 
dreds and thousands. The response was 
almost unbelievable. By a ratio of 5 to 1,

the answer was no; the great majority 
did not favor abolishing pari-mutuel wag- 
ering on horse racing. 


No one expected the bill to be defeated 
by a 5-to-] margin. But here was indi- 
cation that the people would not vote out 
a medium which had contributed $90,000 
or more to every county fair in Oregon. 
and—more important to Thoroughbred 
lovers—would not abolish an _ activity 
which had been eccepted as a part of the 
agricultural and entertainment structure 
of the State. 


On November 4 those who wished to 
abolish racing voted “326 X Yes.” Those 
who wanted racing to stay voted “327 X 
No.” 

Long before all the ballots were count- 
ed, it was obvious that racing had scored 
a tremendous victory. The final margin 
was almost 2 to 1, remarkable for any 
voting issue. Every county in Oregon 
showed a majority against the bill. 


The victory was doubly important in 
Oregon. for the breeders gained renewed 
incentive and have already made plans for 
a revitalized. vigorous program. Racing 
leaders have new confidence and can plan 
a long-range program. 

Though it may be a long time before 
another campaign is launched against rac- 
ing. one facet of the Oregon fight must 
not be forgotten. Racing there was not. 
and could not, be attacked for keeping 
an unclean house. If there had been any 
evidence of scandal, that evidence would 
have been fully exploited, and the results 
might have been much different. 

Clean racing. above reproach in every 
department, is the best guarantee against 
the moralists and competitors who would 
have our necks. 


The result in Oregon was no reason 
for complacency. Rather it represented a 
warning for racing not to lose its integrity.

STILL ANOTHER STAKES WIN 


LORD PUTNAM concluded his 2-year-old career on Septem- 
ber 2 at Atlantic City in the World’s Playground Stakes. He 
was the favorite and co-topweight (with Uncle Miltie at 122 
lbs.). After a brief early skirmish with War Phar, Lord 
Putnam put that colt away and won by 1% lengths without 
too much trouble. The William Penn Stakes was run over a 
muddy track—Lord Putnam had previously won over fasi 
and sloppy tracks. 

In the race prior to the William Penn Stakes, Lord Putnam 
had lost his only start as a 2-year-old. Carrying 122 lbs.— 
even weight with Battlefield and Iswas—but 7 to 11 lbs. 
more than the other starters including Uncle Miltie, Moham- 
medan, Iliad, ete., Lord Putnam shot away from the gate to 
take an early lead. He took it too fast. The first half was 
run in :4535—% off of world record time—and the energy 
that run consumed left little to fight off the runs of Battle- 
field and Uncle Miltie. 

Lord Putnam finished the season with one of the most 
sparkling records for any 2-year-old in 1950. In six starts, 
he won five times, won three stakes and in his other two 
‘starts set new track records. He won over fast, muddy, and 
sloppy tracks, and under the highest weights.

Bred by Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott’s Montpelier, 
Mandingo raced under the colors of that farm at 
two, placing third in one of eight starts.

Mrs. H. P. Christiansen, for a reported $7,500.
